JUVENILE CRIME PROBLEM 


In the opinion of Earl B runer, head of the George Ju n io r Republic, 
idleness is the m ajor cause of juvenile delinquency. 
A youth who has 
som ething to do and likes Hie work he is doing is not likely to get into 
mischief, Mr. B ru n er explains. 
It is alarm ing how m an y boys have to be sent to an industrial 
school or reform atory. 
M any of them were out of work w hen they 
landed in trouble. 


C hanging a w ayw ard youth's point of view tow ard crim e Ls im ­ 
p o rtan t. because, records show th a t most of the crim inals in th e coun­ 
try started on the lawless road w’hen they were in their ’teens, and 
som etim es before. 
S traig h ten out these youngsters before crim e be- 
comes a habit with them , and they and society will benefit in future 
years. 


W h a t is th e solution to the juvenile delinquency problem ? T he 
answ er is that wholesome recreation and pursuits m ust be provided fo r, 
youths so they will have n eith e r Mme nor inclination to get into trouble.
